Meantime George Moran, pal of the 
late Dean O’Banion, was identified. by 
one witness as one of the men who had 
fired on Torrio last Saturday. Moran 


was arrested in his home, 5128 Wol- 
fram street, as a maid was serving din- 
ner for him, his wife, and son. Other 
witnesses failed to make the identifica- 
tion and so there remains a doubt of its 
correctness.

Peter Veesaert, 17, son of a janitor 
living at 6954 Clyde avenue, was the 
witness who picked Moran out of a 
crowd and said he was one of the 
three men he saw shooting at Torrio. 
The youth previously had identified 
Moran from a picture in which Moran | 
was shown as one of the pallbearers 
for Dean O’Banion, who was murdered | 
in his florist shop. 

Mrs. Torrio, wife of the boss gun- 
man, boss bootlegger, boss gambler, 
boss of vice, had viewed Moran be- 
fore Veesaert did, and she said he was 
not one of the men who attempted 
her husband's life. She announced 
that she was determined to go through 
with the prosecution of the gunmen, 
if they are caught, despite her hus- 
band’s objections. But she said Moran 
was innocent of this shooting. 

Moran was ready with an alibi when 
arrested. Al Brown, alias Alhponse Ca- 
pone, friend and aid of Torrio in his 
various businesses, was his friend, 
Moran said, and he didn’t know Torrio. 
Chief of Detectives William Schoe- 
maker sent for Brown. 

’ Found With Guzick. 

With Brown when the police arrived 
was Jack Cuzick (or Cusick), brother 
of Harry Guzick, who, with his wife, 
Alma, was convicted of pandering but 
was pardoned by Gov. Small. They 
took Guzick with them to confront 
‘Moran. 

Brown previously had told Schoe- 
maker he wouldn’t name the gunmen; 
that to do so would be a violation of 
the code and might-result in his death. 
Schoemaker didn't expect*him or Gu- 
zick to say Moran was one.of the men; 
they thought their faces might reflect 
Moran’s guilt if they faced him. 

Both had poker players’ faces, how- 
ever, when they were seated across the 
table from: Moran. They didn’t by 
word or sign implicate Moran. Chief 
Schoemaker was not hopeful. Then 
Veesaert came.

Other speakers cCisagréed heartily 
with Mr. Brady.. Frank Sheridan, 
actor and publisher, testified that 
“ Marcheta,” first published in 1913, 
had been “made” by the radio, to 
which it was released in April, 1923. 
The response of sales to broadasting 
was so immediate, he said, that the 
singing of “ Marcheta” on New Year's 
night by John McCormack, had given 
him so far this month the second larg- 
est sale since tie song was issued.

“Rightful Owners of N. Y.

Two brothers, Arthur J. Edwards of 
Los Angeles and Wesley J. Edwards 
of Guilford county, North Carolina, 
now seek title to the $10,000,000 prop- 
erties. 

Th¢ claim to be heirs of Robert Ed- 
wards, a ship captain of pre-revolu- 
tionary days, who, they say, obtained 
from King George III. a grant of land 
in America which included the prop- 
erties now administered by the church. 


Denies Church Has Legal Claim. 


Plaintiffs hold that Capt. Edwards 
died intestate after having leased the 
property to John Cruger and his 
brother, George, who subleased it to 
the church for ninety-nine years. They 
contend that’ the lease expired fifty- 
nine years ago and was never renewed, 
so that the present Trinity church cor- 
poration never has had legal claim nor 
title to the land where the church, 
the burial ground, and adjacent sky- 
scrapers now stand. 

The corporation contends that it 
holds the property on a grant direct 
from the British crown. According 
to its 1923 year book, its assets were 
then $13,329,053, and its income for 
that year was $1,249,000. 


The Doe Family Involved. 


John Doe, rector; Richard Doe, ves 
tryman, and James Doe, trustee, are 
named defendants to the action. W. 
B. Bordeaux of Greensboro, N. C., and 
S. G. Litwin of New York are cour- 
sel for the Edwards brothers. Their 
bill of complaint asks that the church 
corporation render an account of all 
its deeds and records, as well as for 
all moneys received in rents and prof- 
its since 1866; that a receiver be ap- 
pointed for the property, and that the 
plaintiffs be declared owners in fee sim- 
ple. 

In the past the heirs of Anneke Jans, 
a Dutch settler, sued the inity cor- 
poration three times in efforts to re 
cover what they claimed was their 
property—Trinity’s vast real estate 
holdings. 

Jans Heirs Lose Three Suits. 


In 1833 and again in the ’40s, the 
heirs lost suits.

IMMUNE CRIMINALS AND 
‘THE WHY OF IT. 


The week-end was one of busy guns. John Tor- 
rio, head of a bootlegging arid beer running gang, 
was shot by men who were waiting to get him at 
his home and did, along with the man driving the 
automobile he was using. The police think the 
dead Dion O’Banion’s gangsters got him and that 
they tried to get his subordifiate in crime and vice, 
Al Capone, a week ago. 


First City in the 


Torrio, after many escapes from justice by polit- 
ical pull, was under sentence in the federal court 
and was at liberty for a few days to straighten out 
his.affairs before starting for nine months in the 
Du Page county jail. Some of his enemies tried to 
make his retirement as permanent as that of 
O’Banion's. 

The car in which he was riding belonged to Jack 
Cusick. He is a brother of Harry Cusick, the 
pander pardoned by Small on application of State 
Representative Lee O'Neil Browne, an incident, but 
of value in linking up various associations of mur- 
der, crime, vice, and politics. 

The shooting of Torrio did not make the first 
page Sunday. It was crowded off by Herrin, which, 
with the troops out, came to the front. The sol- 
diers are back now, but while they were out Glenn 
Young, klan and dry gunman, shot it out with his 
great enemy, Ora Thomas, former deputy sheriff. 
They were both taken to the morgue, with two 
other gunmen who passed out in the affair, full of 
holes. Some people in Herrin believe they will 
have peace now. The Chicago police think that 
with the shooting of Torrio they will soon have 
more trouble on their hands. 

At this writing a young mother is, it is feared, 
dying because some gangsters endeavored to in. 
timidate a man who had, been robbed. The robbers 
were caught. Four of their friends drove up to 
the building in which the victim lives’ and fired 
twelve shots into it as a-warning that the man 
should not tell his story and obtain conviction of 
the criminals. The shots endangered a dozen 
people, women and children, and the young mother 
was hit. The guarding of threatened witnesses is 
a regular police job. 

For these reasons crime could not be kept off the 
front page, although we:have just received a re- 
quest from ministers and religious organizations 
that for a month at least it be not regarded as the 


‘ most important element in Chicago life. We'll be 


giad when it isn’t and are trying to work to that 
end. It may be achieved when more publicity has 
given more people a much better understanding. 
When they know why it exists there may not be 
sc much criminal news. At least, that is our hope. 


People know too little, not too much, of crime, | 


its causes, its associations and methods. If the 
newspapers ignore the subject the criminals of this 
city and of this state will be relieved of one of their 
few embarrassments. The police have little sup- 
‘port from the citizenship as it is, and they'll get 
less iff'the newspapers distort conditions and make 
them appear orderly and peaceful when they are 
violent and murderous. _ 

The criminal is not an outlaw in this commu- 
nity. If he has any relation to the law it is as a 
superlaw. His political connections are much more 
important than the connections of the average law 
abiding citizen. He is supported and protected by 
men in politics. Some of these men are of bai 
reputation. -Some have a standing they do not 
merit and a reputability which is one merely of 
appearances. These; in turn, have the indulgence 
and support of men prominent in affairs who would 
not have any direct association with the criminal 
or his direct criminal support in polities. 

Bankers, men of large affairs, men esteemed in 
the church compromise not with the criminal who 
is protected by politics but with the politician 
whose influence or support makes that protection 
possible. 

These alliances between reputable men who enjoy 
public esteem and politicians whose purposes are 
anti-social, who are in the game for the spoils and 
who frequently are systematically corrupt, run all 
through city and state’ 

The corrupt politician may preserve his reputa- 
tion. He may be in the favor of organizations 
which pretend to public service and consider them- 
selves devoted to public good. They may support 
him because he supports a project of the organiza- 
tion. 

Corrupt politics uses the criminal in political 
work. In return, he gets immunity so far as poli- 
ties is able to grant it. He can get a pardon or 
perole if he fails to evade punishment in any other 
way. There is a chain extending from important 
men of good character down through politics until 
it reaches the gunman, criminal, and murderer. 

So long as there are compromises with political 
leaders who make politics a corrupt business there 
will be succes#ful’ratds of the public by criminals. 
A dulled consctence wfll make a record of active 
crime. When fesponsibiiity is brought home all 
along the ling there will be a change.

THE EXCESSES OF BIGOTRY. 
The judiciary committee of the national house 
of representatives recently reported out favorably 
the Stalker bill to take discretion from the courts 
in Volstead cases and to require that the punish- 
ment be imprisonment and fine. All offenders 
would be given a jail or penitentiary term in addi- 
tion to the fine. 

There was a minority report signed by Repre- 
rentative Graham of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the committee, and by Representative Dominick 
of South Carolina. These two congressmen re- 
belled against the intolerance and excesses of the 
bill. They said it violated the constitutional pro- 
vision against unusual punishment and the well 
established principle which leaves to the courts 
the adjustment of punishment to fit the facts of 
each particular case. 

President Coolidge already has indicated his dis 
approval of the biil, but its advocates in congress 
may go ahead with it. The fact that it is a fanati- 
cal excess may not keep congress from passing it. 
The violence which many prohibition measures 
do to American principles is generally ignored by 
the people who want them paased and by the legis- 
lators who will act under direction and coercion 
in such cases. 

The record of intolerance is full of this stuff. 
It 1s the very nature of intolerance. The dragoon- 
ing of opinion and habit has given history many 
of its most miserable pages and the injury men 
have done to each other because of differences of 
opinion and habit have been deadly. 

The spirit of the inquisition is in this dominance 
Our own country in the instance of ‘the Massa 
chusetts theocracy has annals of the most cruel 
murder gleefully done by bigots whose hatred ef 
opposing opinion was truly savage. This record 
contains not only the hanging of the innocents 
accused of witchcraft, in which there were some 
of the superstitious terrors, but the ecclesiastical 
tyranny sent men mutilated out to die in the snow 
because they had a dissenting opinion or a differ- 
ent habit. 

We think we would not do that now, but we 
flatter our day and age if we think that bigotry 
would not go to excesses to have its way against 
people who dispute its authority. In this Stalker 
bill, which would send a man to jail for buying 
a glass of real beer if he had the opportunity 
there is too much evidence ofthe existing spirit 
of dominance by unusual punishment. 

The nature of bigotry is excess, and until it is 
checked its history is progress from one excess to 
anotherr After a miserable time has been endured 
it is checked, but while it has a high hand the 
rights of the dissenter will suffer and his person 
will be in danger. 


WILL KEWANEE HELP? 


“Downstate,” says the Kewanee Star Courier, 
“is afraid of Chicago politically. That city has 
such a concentration of power, which it can throw 
into action. quickly, that the downstate, more 
loosely organized and slower to respond, realized 
that it is at a tremendous disadvantage on many 
great questions.” 

The mass of a great city and the two hours’ ride 
through industria] districts to the loop give the im- 
pression of great power, and it is great power. 
But geographical concentration is not political con- 
centration, and what looks like unity is a nest of 
conflict. Faction fighting, party dissension, mud 
slinging, notorious in Chicago, prove it, 

What Kewanee thinks a legion disciplined for 
one attack is really a madhouse of political dissen- 
sion and cross purposes. Chicago cannot march 
out to conquer Illinois; it asks rather that Illinois 
come over to Macedonia to help. Codéperation for 
Chicago's good and, above all, for the good of IIli- 
nois in general is needed. What Chicago and IIli- 
nois need is the best of the downstate supporting 
the best of Chicago, regardless of geography or 
metropolitan condition. 

Chicago polities is a history of dissension. Party 
factionalism and interparty cutthroat bitterness 
have characterized Chicago. Each new decade has 
been-a new corruption and a half won fight for 
cleanup. Harrison, Busse, Dunne, Thompson, De- 
neen, Brundage, Smali, Lundin, Brennan, Dever, 
Crowe are foci of old fights or new ones that 
brewed and boiled in this uneasy kettle hy the lake. 
It has been about the same in state politics. Only 
one thing will force Chicago to act as one. That 
is united opposition.

Almost a ne- 
cessity for life in consulption of the 
throat, it is highly advantageous in 
other forms of consumptior and some- 
what advantageous in all lung and throat 
disorders. Some persons with whooping 
cough can learn to cough quietly, though 
that represents the ultimate of difficulty 
in training. I think I can understand 


by reason of strong faith either in-reli- 
gion or in medicine, could acquire the 
art of quiet coughing. The first and 
most essential part of the training in ar- 
tistic coughing consists in coughing with 
relaxed vocal cords.

The big herring gull, 
quite a bit larger than its pal, is 24 or 
25 inches in .ength, while the ring bill 
only measures 18% to 19% inches 
long.

The immature gulls are sometimes 
mistaken for a different species, as 
their plumage is different from that of 
the older birds. A young bird is a 
dull ashy brown above, whereas an 
adult herring gull is nearly all white, 
with the exception of that mantle 
over its back and wings, a pearl gray 
in color. The outer feathers of its 
wings are chiefly black, with round 
white spots near the tips. Another
